werq becoming professionalized and 
would endanger the value of the 
games to colleges if steps were not 
taken to stop them, according to 
Thompson. The Oklahoma confer­ 
ence joined with the Big Ten and 
Southwestern conference regarding 
the outlawing of players who play 
in post season or professional games 
for money. It was also decided that 
When once rultgl out of the confer­ 
ence. a player cannot be re-instated 
until the tfulj majority of the state 
conference votes to re-admit him. 
It was also decided that instead 
of having two state athletic track 
and field meets—one at Norman and 
one at Stillwater—only one will be 
held each year. Norman was given 
class A division of the meet this 
year and Stillwater Class B. It will 
be reversed next year and so con­ 
tinued, eliminating the necessity for 
high school players to go to two 
meets to establish their rights to 
state championship. 
Players who attend the all Amer­ 
ican meet at Chicago from this 
state must wqar 
the 
Oklahoma 
sweater, and not sweaters of the 
school they represent, it was de­ 
cided. Expenses for these players 
will be secured by popular sub­ 
scription. This will not only adver­ 
tise the state of Oklahoma, it was

out, but will 
place the

Minnesota. 


Minneapolis, Minn.,

Emphatic opposition to “any form 
of 
professionalism 
in 
university 
Sports” was voiced by 
Fred 
W. 
Luehring, new athletic director of 
the University 
of 
Minnesota, 
in 
commenting today on the recent 
anti-professionalism agitation in the 
Big Ten Conference institutions. 
He criticised* college athletes who 
say they are “giving everything to 
the university by playing on her 
athletic teams, that they are spend­ 
ing tme in hard practice and taking 
bruising punishment in games for 
the simple reward of a sweater and 
a letter.” 
“Why,” he continued, “they don’t! 
realize what an honor it is for them 
to have a chance to represent a 
great university. It is not thqy who 
are honoring the university; it is 
the university 
that 
is 
honoring 
them.” 
Mr. Luehring declared no uni­ 
versity says that a man may not 
be a professional athlete or that a 
professional athlete may not get an 
education, explaining: 
“The university merely says that 
a man who makes his living at 
sport may not become a member of 
her amateur teams and that a man 
may not use the power of the uni­ 
versity name and the advantage of 
highly costly 
university 
instruc­ 
tion to increase his prestige as a 
professional athlete.” 
While college baseball probably 
results in more 
college 
athletes 
turning professional than any oth­ 
er collegiate sport, Mr. Lustring 
said, neverthless he is anxious to 
revive baseball at Minnesota, for

Half Million Coal Miners 
Back Up Serious Threat 
of Walkout April I.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 14.-^ 
Continuance of present wages for 
soft coal miners and an increase of 
20 per cent for the anthracite work­ 
ers, backed with a threat of a 
general strike in all unionized coal 
fields, was the wage policy recom­ 
mended today to the special con­ 
vention of the United Mine work­ 
ers of America by its scale com­ 
mittee, composed of the 27 district 
presidents. 
Action by the convention on the 
committee report, which was receiv­ 
ed with cheers from the 2000 dele­ 
gates, was deferred until tomorrow, 
and the threatened convention fight 
over the seating as delegates of the 
followers of Alexander Howat, the 
deposed Kansas leader, also failed 
to break on the convention floor. 
Howat*S partisans, however, predict­ 
ed it would come later but admin­ 
istration leaders, who were non­ 
committal, sa id the scale represen­ 
tatives had the right of way before 
the convention.

INDIANAPOLIS, 
Feb. 
14.—The 
wage scale committee’s report to 
the special convention of the United 
Mine Workers of America here to­ 
day declared “in most emphatic 
terms our opposition to any reduc­ 
tion in mine prices and insists that 
the present basic wage scale be 
maintained.’’ 
The committee in making the de­ 
mand for retention of the present 
basic wage scale, said a reduction 
would lower the standard of living 
among all miners, and cause revert* 
and suffering throughout the coal 
fields. 
^ 
Under the discussion of policy, 
the committee recommended a gen­ 
eral suspension or mining if no 
agreement is reached by April I, 
such action to be submitted to a 
referendum vote of the unions be­ 
fore March 31. It was also recom­ 
mended that any wage acale agreed 
to must be submitted to a refer­ 
endum vote of the district affected. 
Other recommendations were that 
all new agreements be based upon 
an eight hour day underground, 
yfith 
time 
and

for 
overtime and double time tor Sun­ 
day and holidays; that weekly pay 
days be instituted; that practice 
of fining men for certain breeches 
of contracts be eliminated and that 
the soft coal wage agreement be 
made for two years extending from 
April I next. 
The committee also ref am mended 
that the convention ratify the de­ 
mands of the antnracite miners for 
a 20 percent increase in tonnage 
rates and $1 dollar a day scale for 
day men.
